Processors, research men. market­ 
ing specialists and retailers heard 
the promise that cotton may see bet­ 
ter days if research, growing and 
processing methods continue their 
promising trends. 
Dr. Simon Williams, research 
technologist of the Bureau of In­ 
dustrial Engineering at the Uni­ 
versity of Texas, explained expand­ 
ing cotton research at the university. 
Dr.. E. P. Schoch, university director 
of industrial chemistry, led a group 
of nine chemists and textile manu­ 
facturers in discussing further re­ 
search procedure. 
Williams, co-worker with Schoch 
for 20 months in cotton fibre re­ 
search. said Texas cottons could be 
made into many things now being 
made from other cottons. 
Research Under Way 
“Actual research under way in­ 
volves a study of chemical treat­ 
ment to impart to short-staple west 
Texas cottons the properties of im­ 
ported Asiatic cottons," he said. 
“Such research has reached the pilot 
plant stage and. commercial trials 
are being conducted in mills over 
the United States. 
“It is a fact not to be overlooked. 
Williams admitted, "that unpredic­ 
table climatic influence and ques­ 
tionable harvesting practices in both 
east, and west Texas have yielded 
so-called inferior grades and quali­ 
ties of cotton for many years. It is 
this cotton, which, due to difficulty 
of handling on mill machinery, has 
created a widespread prejudice 
against Texas cottons. 
'T would like to emphasize.** he 
said, "that there is a great deal of 
pessimism concerning prospects of 
cotton in competition with synthetic 
fibres. There is no need for pessim­ 
ism it those interested in cotton’s 
future insure at least as much de­ 
velopmental research as is done 
on synthetic fibres." 
Develop Ltnt Uses 
“Objective of research at the uni­ 
versity," he said, “is to develop new 
uses for cotton dint, help retain and 
expand present lint uses, stimulate 
the growth of Texas' cotton textile 
industry through developing neces­ 
sary economic and technological in­ 
formation. and to develop an educa­ 
tional program lor training cotton 
leaders and technologists of the 
future." 
Dr. Schoch promised that “some 
helpful results may be obtained 
speedily" from the university's re­ 
search program. He emphasized the

“The registrant must answer all

card,” the announcement said.

•*He must give his full name, in­ 
clude middle name, if any, and 
should have with him papers of 
identification showing it to be his 
true name. 
“It is particularly important that 
the registrant describe his place of 
residence in detail as well as to 
give full particulars as to the ad­ 
dress at which he would most read­ 
ily receive mail sent to him.'" 
Major Requirements 
Pointing out that these major 
requirem ents applied to registrants 
who were physically able to present 
themselves to proper registration 
places. General Page said that spe­ 
cial provisions had been made to 
register the sick in hospitals, per­ 
sons confined to asylums, jails and

Leon Henderson—America's Professional No Man

WASHINGTON — Leon Hender­ 
son, the new “price czar.” is stocky, 
45-ish, looks more like an amateur 
golf champion than a brilliant econ­ 
om ist He's been in and out of New 
Deal agencies for more than eight 
years, has a sense of humor along 
with a casual vocabulary of slang. 
He’s thought by many to be the 
liveliest idea man in the whole 
Roosevelt entourage. 
Henderson established himself as 
an idea man back in the w inter of 
36-37 when he predicted the slump 
in the m arket that came the fol­ 
lowing autumn. But he grins about 
prophecies now. He says, “I'm the 
guy who made a hole-in-one the 
first time out. So I'm retiring from 
the prophecy field." 
An Old Hand 
He's Tackled the subject of prices 
from many angles in the past 20 
years. The Pres dent’s recent order 
gave him the job of Director of the 
Office of Price Administration and 
Civilian 
Supply but already it's 
shortened to “OPACS." 
The title covers a great many 
duties but they all boil down to 
this: Henderson is supposed to keep 
prices down. It's a ticklish business. 
There's talk now of a new law 
to 
give 
him the precise power 
that's needed. But while the talk 
goes on Henderson has announced 
maximum prices for a few m ate­ 
rials necessary to the defense pro­ 
gram. Like steel, aluminum, zinc

MANILA. P. I.—(NANA)—T h e 
British and Dutch expect to face a 
fight in the next few months for 
their rich colonial possessions in 
the South Pacific. 
This painful prospect has become 
more of a reality in the last few 
weeks. Allied intelligence services 
have learned, that Japan is prepar­ 
ing to move southward. Singapore 
and the Dutch Indies are working 
night and day on defenses to meet 
this threat. 
I have just completed a tour of 
Netherlands East Indies, Singapore. 
Malaya and Indo-China. There is 
ample evidence to be found of 
Japanese plans both for military 
and economic exploitation of the 
rich oil, rubber and mineral re­ 
serves of the South Pacific. 
While censorship now hides many 
aspect* of this crisis, these allied 
colonies have been placed on a vir­ 
tual 
war 
footing. The 
Japanese 
army and n a v y are completing final 
phases of their plan to smash the 
British at Singapore. The British 
and Dutch realize that Japan is not 
an isolated Axis pow-er operating 
independently of Berlin. Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka is ex­ 
pected to push the button at the 
proper 
moment, 
translating 
the 
South Pacific program into action 
shortly. 
Meanwhile, 
Japanese 
nationals 
are evacuating Singapore, Hong­ 
kong and the Dutch Indies. Those 
remaining behind 
are acting 
as 
agents, working with native na­ 
tionalist groups in the Indies, the 
Malaya States and Indo-China to 
build up a fifth column. The Jap­ 
anese fleet is maintaining a coastal 


patrol of Indo-China in toe Gulf of 
Siam and the South China aea. 
A suspiciously large number of 
young Japanese have been sent to 
Nipponese-owned 
iron 
and 
tin 
mines in the Malaya peninsula. The 
Japanese navy 
is working 
with 
German 
raiders, 
numbering 
12 
ships, based in the Caroline and 
Marshall islands northeast of the 
' Dutch Indies.

is the fact that the Ja p a n e se have

I of troops, probably over 10,000, on 
Hainan and Spratly island in the 
South China sea. Tokyo has also 
been sending planes and munitions 
to the Thailand air force. These are 
ostensibly “loaned” or “sold.” 
bee ret Bases Built 
In Indo-China, Japanese military 
and aviation experts hav* been 
building new secret air bases de­ 
signed for use only in, one direction 
—southward. 
With 
co-operation 
from Thailand and with the power 
to take over all of Indo-China. the 
Japanese soon will be in a position 
to launch air. naval or land attacks 
against the Malay peninsula and 
Singapore in their planned conquest 
of the oil. tin and rubber reserves. 
I have visited both the RAF and 
Australian air force bases in Ma­ 
laya. Every day. the personnel is 
engaged in practicing tropical air 
warfare. They are 'equipped with 
modern Brewster Buffalos, Lock- 
heed-Hudson 
a n d 
Bristol-BIen- 
heim bombers, and other new fight­ 
ing types. 
In the Malaya jungles thousands 
of Australians are digging out forti­ 
fications to meet any land attack of

The English language 
(which, 
actually is not “English.” but is a 
polyglot of Teutonic and Romance 
dialects spiced with borrowings 
from almost every other known 
tongue), 
contains 
hundreds 
of 
turncoat words that, by centuries 
of misuse, have completely lost, 
or entirely reversed their original 
meanings. 
Call a man an IDIOT and you 
have insulted him. 
But the word 
has not. always meant a. dullard, a 
simpleton, an imbecile. The orig­ 
inal Greek word, IDIOTES. mere­ 
ly designated a private citizen not 
engaged in any public office, as 
contrasted with priests and public 
officials. 
.A PAGAN, to begin with, was 
not one that worshipped false gods 
or was an irreligious person. The 
word derives from the Latin pagus, 
village, and meant simply a vil­ 
lager, a peasant. 
Likewise. HEATHEN once was a 
most respectable term. It was an 
honest, bucolic word 
from the 
Anglo-Saxon haeth <heath), and 
meant a dweller in the country, 
or “on the heath.” 
If you had lived in the Middle 
Ages, you would not have resented 
being spoken of as SILLY. 
The 
word did not mean foolish, sim­ 
ple. fatuous. 
No: A silly person 
was good. kind, cheerful, fortun­ 
ate, happy. 
The original word 
was spelled SEELY. 
Its correct 
meaning survives today in the 
German SELIG, blessed, happy, 
blissful. 
Are 
you 
a 
BLACKGUARD? 
Not today, fortunately. But. in. the 
time of the Tudors when the word 


was coined, you, as a member of 
the royal GUARD, would have 
worn your BLACK uniform with 
pride. 
Shakespeare 
wrote: 
“What 
a 
brazenfaced VA.RLET art thou!” 
And there is no mistaking his 
meaning: 
knave; 
low 
fellow*; 
scoundrel. But, during the Cru­ 
sades, variéis were young noble­ 
men apprenticed to knights for in­ 
struction in chivalry and the bear­ 
ing of arms. 
When Junior’s naughtiness has 
given us an especially trying day, 
we threaten to spank the little 
IMP; and we thus use a quite 
proper word, for its literal mean­ 
ing is a bud or shoot of a tree, 
hence, by extension, an offspring, 
a child. In the Beauchamp Chapel 
at Warwick, England, is an epi­ 
taph. dated 1584, that reads; “Here 
resteth the body of the noble Impe 
Robert of Dudley, sonne of Robert 
Erie of Lvcester.” 
Our highest title of respect for a 
woman is the word LADY. 
But 
the word has a very humble, in­ 
deed menial, origin. It has evolv­ 
ed from the Anglo-Saxon HLAE- 
FDIGE. which me art "loaf maid.” 
or 
the 
kneader 
and 
baker of 
bread. 
A LORD originally was not a 
nobleman nor a deity. 
Lord is 
the modern form of the Anglo- 
Saxon HLAFWEARD. the keeper 
of the loaf, hence, the guardian of 
the household food supply. 
In Methodism, a STEWARD is 
one of the officers that are in 
charge of the finances and tem­ 
poral 
interests 
of 
the 
church. 
Imagine the shocked surprise of 
a dignified steward who learns 
that the word has grown out of 
the Middle English 
STIWARD: 
The warden of the sty, or the 
keeper of the pigs!

expressed his views in the House by 
decl? ig that such a proposal would 
bring a "little storir of protest by 
one member of Congress w ho has 
gone 1W per cent w ith the adm in­ 
istration's foreign policy " 
And Representative Starnes < D- 
Ala> said Congress and the people 
were ready to spend any am ount 
and exert whatever effort was re­ 
quired to safeguard the western 
«hemisphere, but that there was no 
plan or intention of this country's 
going to war. 
In executive departm ents, m ean­ 
time. the defense program itself was 
pushed ahead and there were new 
. moves to ease its impact on civilians. 
Radio Detector 
The War Department disclosed 
development of a radio device capa­ 
ble of detecting approach of enemy 
aircraft miles away and announced 
a recruiting program for technicians 
'to man a series of listening posts 
"along the coasts and at island out­ 
posts. 
The Office of Production M anage­ 
ment announced the defense hous­ 
ing projects would be given first 
call over civilian housing on avail­ 
a b le supplies of building m aterials. 
The federal power commission 
formally declared an emergency to 
exist, in southeastern «tale» where 
there is a power shortage and asked 
for reduced consumption for non- 
2 defense purposes. 
Buy Coal Early 
From the bituminous coal division 
came an official acknowledgem ent 
that the nation may face a coal 
shortage this winter due, in part, to 
.over-taxed transportation facilities. 
- The government already is urging 
householders to buy coal this sum ­ 
mer. 
The maritime commission report­ 
ed that work was 60 to 90 days ahead 
of schedule on most of the 312 “Ugly 
3 Duckling” cargo ships ordered in its 
emergency program. Although the 
original schedule called for com ple­ 
tion of only one ship this year, the 
commission said 10 might be placed 
in operation.

ment. If crime committed in this 
country could be elim inated and 
governm ent peace-time appropria­ 
tions cut to what they were ten 
years ago, we could p a y for our 
entire defense program with no in­ 
crease in taxes and without the is­ 
suance of any additional govern­ 
m ent bonds. Naturally, this terrific 
annual crime expense of over $15.- 
000.000.000 could not be cut im­ 
mediately: but enough of it could 
now be elim inated to go a long 
way in accomplishing the desired 
purpose. 
Billions Spent For Insurance 
Crime places a trem endous eco­ 
nomic burden upon every 
com­ 
m unity in which it strikes. There 
are both direct and indirect losses 
incurred from 
crime 
committed 
which must be considered in esti­ 
mating any cost of crime. 
The most tangible cost is the 
private 'losses in income due to an­ 
nual burglary, robbery, forgeries, 
auto thefts, and all other types of 
theft insurance. There would also 
be fidelity insurance which w’ould 
include premiums paid on fidelity 
policies insuring banks, commercial 
firms, 
and 
private 
individuals 
against 
embezzlements, 
forgeries, 
and 
other 
defalcations 
by 
em ­ 
ployees. Riot insurance would also 
come under this heading. 
In the case of losses not covered 
by insurance, we must consider the 
direct losses suffered, by private

U.S. Aid For Russia Would Mean Hiking Lease-Lend Funds, Solons Say 


FD MAY SEEK

Chiefs Lukewarm On 
Aiding Red Army

WASHINGTON — 
— Several 
senators differing on general for­ 
eign policy agreed Saturday that 
any substantial American aid for 
Russia would necessitate a multi- 
billion-dollar increase in the pres­ 
ent $7.000.000,000 
lend-lease 
pro­ 
gram and appropriation of large 
new sums for armament plants. 
At the same time, there was spec­ 
ulation in congressional quarters 
th at the administration might soon 
ask additional money for the lease- 
lend program. President Roosevelt 
has promised all possible aid for 
Russia in fighting Germany. 
Ask More Money? 
Senator Byrd 
<D-Va) 
told re ­ 
porters he had heard rumors that 
more lease-lend money would be 
asked, but that he did not see how 
much aid could be given Russia. 
This country, he declared, “is not 
producing enough militan»* equip­ 
m ent for its own needs and those 
of Great Britain." 
Senator Pepper <D-Fla> said “Con­ 
gress will give the president any 
reasonable sum" and added: 
“If we don't spend $5.000.000.000 
or so to stop Hitler in Europe now 
then it will cost us five to 20 times 
$5.000.000.000 to stop him later.’’ 
Expressions of other senators in­ 
terview ed varied. 
The veteran Senator Glass (D- 
Va> asked, “where would we get 
the money from?” if further ap­ 
propriations were granted for aid to 
Russia. 
No Russian Help? 
Senator Adams (D-Colo), declar­ 
ed that the $7jOOO.OOO.OOO outlay un­ 
der the original lend-lease program 
was based on British estimates of 
that country’s needs for American 
products. The total figure, he added, 
was considerably less than that 
suggested by Great Britain. 
Senator Mead (D-Ny), saying that 
this country would always have to 
realize a fundamental conflict be­ 
tween American and Russian po­ 
litical philosophies, declared he saw 
nothing that could be done for Rus­ 
sia under the existing lend-lease 
program. 
While approving adm in­ 
istration steps to give Russia help. 
Mead added that “there will have 
to be a new lend-lease bill” before 
the Soviet could be placed in the 
same category as G reat Britain.

world cotton congress—n three-day 
clinic to probe the Lone Star's ailing 
king crop—ended Saturday with 
a prpphetic discussion of cotton 
fibre research and related fields of 
chemistry and textile manufactur- 
ing. 


Processors, research men, market- 


Ing specialists and retailers heard 
the promise that cotton may see bet- 
ter days if research, growing and 
processing methods continue their 
promising trends. 


Dr. 
Simon' Williams, research 


technologist of, the Bureau of In- 
dustrial Engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Texas, explained expand- 
ing cotton research at the university. 
Dr. E. P. Schoch, university director 
of industrial chemistry, led a group 
of nine chemists and textile manu- 
facturers In discussing further re- 
search procedure. 


Williams, co-worker with Schoch 


lor 20 months in cotton fibre re- 
gearch, said Texas cottons could be 
made into many things now being 
made from other cottons.' 


Research Under Way 


"Actual research under way in- 


volves a study of chemical treat- 
ment to impart to short-staple west 
Texnn cottons the properties of im- 
ported Asiatic cottons," he said. 
"Such research has reached the pilot 
plant stage tmcl commercial trials 
are being conducted in mills-over 
the United States. 


"It is a fact not to be overlooked," 


•Williams admitted, "that unpredic- 
table climatic influence and ques- 
tionable harvesting practices in both 
east and west Texas have yielded 
so-called inferior grades and quali- 
ties of cuttcm for many years. It is 
this cotton, which, due to difficulty 
of handling on mill machinery, has 
created 
a 
widespread 
prejudice 


against Texas cottons. 


"I would like to emphasize," he 


said, "that there is a great deal of 
pessimism concerning prospects of 
cotton in competition with synthetic 
fibres. There i.< no need for pessim- 
ism if those interested In cotton's 
future insure »t least as much de- 
velopmental research as is done 
on synthetic fibres.". 


Develop Lint Uses 


"Objective of research at the uni- 


versity." h« said, "is to develop new 
uses for cotton lint, help retain and 
expand present lint uses, stimulate 
th« growth of Texas' cotton textile 
industry through developing neces- 
sary economic and technological in- 
formation, and to develop an educa- 
tional program for training cotton 
leaders and technologists of the 
future." 


Dr. Schoch promised that "some 


helpful results may be obtained 
speedily" from th« university's re- 
search program. He emphasized the 
need (or n research laboratory to 
develop new 
mnnufacturng 
pro- 


tesfe>, furnish Texas mills a neces- 
sary research service, furnish eco- 
nomic and engineering data to po- 
tential investors, and to convince 
out-of-state mills that Texas cottons 
may readily be used.

but 69-year-old Manuel Serra of 
Mercedes has stuck to Valley soil 
{or the past 34 years. 
In fact, 


he has not been out of the Valley 
in any direction since then and 
only a few times prior to that 
time in Reynosa, He attended n 
bull fight in Mstamoros in 1907 
but the "blood and sand" spectacle 
did not stir up any ancestral en- 
thusiasm for this sport in his 
veins.

.his property which he acquired 
during the days when "going 
was good," He made good money 
as a grubbing contractor during 
the development days.

British And Dutch Expect To Battle 


Japan For Control Of South Pacific 


BT EDWIN E. HARTRICK 


MANILA, P. I.—CNANA)—The 
Britlih and Dutch expect to face a 
fight in the next few monthi for 
their rich colonial powesiioni in 
the South Pacific. 


This painful prospect has become 


more of a reality in the last few 
weeks. Allied intelligence services 
have learned that Japan, ii prepar- 
ing to move southward. Singapore 
and the Dutch Indies are working 
night and day on defeniei to meet 
this threat 


I h»v« just completed a tour of 
Netherlands East Indies, Singapore, 
Malaya and Indo-China. There is 
ample evidence to be found of 
Japanese plans both for military 
and economic exploitation of the 
rich oil, rubber and mineral re- 
serves of the South Pacific. 


While censorship now hides many 


aspects of this crisis, these allied 
colonies have been placed on a vir- 
tual war footing. The Japanese 
army and navy are completing final 
phases of their plan to smash the 
British at Singapore. The British 
and Dutch realize that Japan is not 
an isolated Axis power operating 
independently of Berlin. Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka is ex- 
pected to push the button at the 
proper 
moment, 
translating 
the 


South Pacilic program into action 
shortly. 
Meanwhile, 
Japanese 
nationals 


are evacuating Singapore, Hong- 
kong and the Dutch Indies. Those 
remaining 
behind are acting as 


agents, working with native na- 
tionalist groups in the Indies, the 
Malaya States and Indo-China to 
build up a fifth column. The Jap- 
anese fleet is maintaining a coastal 


patrol of Indo-China In the Gulf of 
Siam and the South China Ma. 


A suspiciously large number of 


young Japanese have been lent to 
Nipponese-owned 
iron 
and 
tin 


mines in the Malaya peninsula. The 
Japanese navy it working with 
German 
raiders, 
numbering 
12 


ships, based in the Caroline and 
Marshall island* northeast of 'the 
Dutch Indies. 


However, most serioui bit of In- 


formation picked up by the Britiih 
is the fact that the Japanese have 
been concentrating large numbers 
of troops, probably over 10,000, on 
Hainan and Spratly island in the 
South China sea. Tokyo has also 
been sending planes and munitions 
to the Thailand air force. These are 
ostensibly "loaned" or "sold." 


Secret Hues Built 


In Indo-China, Japanese military 


and aviation expert* ' have 
been 


building new secret air bases de- 
signed for use only in one direction 
—southward. 
With 
co-operation 


from Thailand and with the power 
to take over all of Indo-China, the 
Japanese soon will be in a position 
to launch air, naval or land attacks 
against the Malay peninsula end 
Singapore in their planned conquest 
of the oil, tin and rubber reserves, 


I have visited both the RAF and 


Australian air force bases in Ma- 
laya. Every day, the personnel is 
engaged in practicing tropical air 
warfare. They are equipped with 
modern Brewster Buffaloi, Lock- 
heed-Hudson 
a n d 
Bristol-Blen- 


heim bombers, and other new fight- 
ing types. 
In the Malaya Jungles thousands 


of Australians are digging out forti-

Corrupt And Dishonest; They've Changed A Lot

Words, like persons, sometimes 


become degenerated, corrupted, 
and. accordingly, completely dis- 
honest 
The English language (which 


actually is not "English," but is a 
polyglot of Teutonic and Romance 
dialects spiced with borrowings 
from almost every other known 
tongue), 
contains 
hundreds of 


turncoat words that, by centuries 
of misuse, have completely lost 
or entirely reversed their original 
meanings. 


Call a man an IDIOT and you 


have insulted him. But the word 
has not always meant * dullard, a 
simpleton, an imbecile, The orig- 
inal Greek word, IDIOTES, mere- 
ly designated a private citizen not 
engaged in any public office, as 
contrasted with priests and public 
officials, 


A PAGAN, to begin with, was 


not one that worshipped false gods 
or was an irreligious person. The 
word derives from the Latin pagus, 
village, and meant simply a vil- 
lager, a peasant 


Likewise, HEATHEN once was a 


most respectable term. It was an 
honest, bucolic word from 
the 


Anglo-Saxon haeeh (heath), and 
meant a dweller in the country, 
or "on the heath." 


If you had lived in the Middle 


Ages, you would not have resented 
being spoken of as SILLY. The 
word did not mean foolish, sim- 
ple, 
fatuous. 
No: A silly person 


was good. kind, cheerful, fortun- 
ate, happy. 
The original word 


was spelled SEELY. Its correct 
meaning survives today in the 
German SELIG," blessed, happy, 
blissful.

you 
» BLACKGUARD? 


Not today, fortunately. But, in the 
time of the Tudors when the word 


was coined, vou, as a member of 
the royal GUARD, would have 
worn your BLACK uniform with 
pride. 
Shakespeare wrote: "What a 


brazenfaced VARLET art thou!" 
And there is no mistaking his 
meaning: 
knave; 
low 
fellow; 


scoundrel. But, during the Cru- 
sades, varlets were young noble- 
men apprenticed to knights for in- 
struction in chivalry and the bear- 
ing of arms.

proper word, for its literal mean- 
ing is a bud or shoot of a tree, 
hence, by extension, an offspring, 
a child. , In the Beauchamp Chapel 
at Warwick.

CnWs 15 Biiiion Cost, It Eliminated, Would Pay 
for U.S. Defense Program Without Tax,.Babson Says

BABSON PARK, Man. — This 


week .1 am writing on probably the 
most important subject I have ever 
covered -in my column during its 
21 years of continuous publication. 
After a thorough statistical -study 
of the cost 
of 
crime, 
carefully 


checked with the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and other govern- 
ment authorities, I make this state- 
ment. If crime committed in this 
country could be eliminated and 
government peace-time 
appropria- 


tions cut to what they were ten 
years ago, we could pay for our 
entire defense program with no in- 
crease in taxes and without the is- 
suance of any additional govern- 
ment bonds. Naturally, this terrific 
annual crime expense of over $15,- 
000,000,000 could not be cut im- 
mediately; but enough of it'could 
now be eliminated to go > long 
way in accomplishing the desired 
purpose. 


Billions Spent For Insurance 


Crime places a tremendous eco- 


nomic burden upon every 
com- 


munity in which it strikes. There 
are both direct End indirect losses 
incurred from 
crime 
committed 


which must be considered in esti- 
mating any cost of crime. 


The most tangible cost is the 


private losses in income due to an- 
nual burglary, robbery, forgeries, 
auto thefts, and all other types of 
theft insurance. There would also 
be fidelity insurance which would 
include premiums paid on fidelity 
policies insuring banks, commercial 
firms, 
and 
private 
individuals 


against 
embezzlements, 
forgeries. 


and 
other 
defalcations 
by 
em- 


ployees. Riot insurance would «lso 
| come under this heading. 


In the case of losses not covered 


by insurance, we must consider the 
direct losses suffered by private 
citizens from crimes against prop- 
erty which would include arson, 
malicious mischief, theft and rob- 
beries from railroads, express, and 
similar 
companies, 
which 
carry 


their own .insurance. 


Loss In Human Values 


Losses due to crimes against the 


person, such 
as homicides 
and 


wounding and sex offenses, form 
a Urge item in any tabulated cost 
of crime. In homicides, there is a 
direct ioss to the community of 
the victim's family there i« a loss 
| of income. In wounding and may- 


hem, than is a resultant. economic 
lose to th» victim and cost of hos- 
pitaliratlon, together with the loss 
of earning power to his family and 
to the community at large.

President Roosevelt 
has promised all possible aid lor 
Russia in (ishting Germany. 


Ask More Money? 


Senator Byrd (D-Va) told re- 


porters he had heard rumors that 
more lease-lend money would be 
ssked, but that he did not see how 
much aid could be given Russia. 
This country, he declared, "is not 
producing enough military equip- 
ment tor its own needs and those 
of Great Britain." 


Senator Pepper (D-Fla) said "Con- 


gress will Rive the president any 
reasonable sum" and added: 


"If we don't spend $S,000,OOO.OOC 


or so to stop Hitler in Europe now 
then it will cost us live to 20 times 
$5.000,000.000 to stop him later." 


Expressions of other senators in- 


terviewed varied. 


The veteran Senator Glass (D- 


Va) asked, "u'here would we get 
the money from?" if further ap- 
propriations were granted for aid to 
Russia. 


No Russian Help? 


Senator Adams (D.Colo). declar- 


ed that the $7."OOO.OOO.COO outlay un- 
der the original lend-lease program 
was based on British «stimates of 
that country's needs for American 
products, The total figure, he added, 
was considerably less than that 
augsosterl by Great Britain. 


Senator Mead (D-Ny). saying that 


this country would always have to 
realize a fundamental conflict be- 
tween American and Russian po- 
litical philosophies, declared he saw 
nothing that could be done for Rus- 
sia under the existing lend-leasc 
program. While approving admin- 
istration steps to give Russia help, 
Mend added that "there will have 
to be a new lend-lnase bill" before 
the Soviet could be placed in the 
same category as Great Britain.

company started its historic de- 
velopment-in 1905. Now he is 
doing odd jobs and looking after 
his property which he acquired 
during the days when "going 
was good." He made good money 
as a grubbing contractor during 
the development days.

then, but never a toothache. Af- 
ter 69 years of chawing hot ta- 
males and tortillas he still has 
a full set of ivories as sound as 
the day when he lost his last baby 
tooth.

Dedoro was one 
of hl» sons and was one of the 
few members of the family ever 
to move away from Starr county, 
where another branch of tlie fam- 
ily has long been the leading 
family' of that portion of the bor- 
der. 
Deodoro moved to McAllen in 


1906 with his wile, Mrs. Matilde G. 
de Guerra. who died in 1939. and 
six sons and two daughters were 
born to that union. Three of the 
sons have died within the pnsl few

FARMS HIKED 


$3,544,000,000 Total 


First Five Months 


WASHINGTON—W—Farmers re- 


ceived a total cash income, including 
government benefit payments, of 
$3,544,000,000 during the first five 
months of 1941. or $307,000,000, more 
than in the corresponding period 
last year, the agricultural depart- 
ment reported Saturday. 


Income' from farm marketings was 


placed at $3,240,000,000, or $388,000,- 
000 more than a year ago. Govern- 
ment payments totalled $304.000,000 
compared with $385,000,000 for the 
period last year. 


The department predicted that the 


farm cash income for the full year 
would amount to about $10,700,- 
000,000 compared with $9.123,000.000 
last year if the present favorable 
production, price and market pros- 
pects continue. Such «r. income 
would be the largest since 1929. 


The sharpest incom* gains were 


reported for cotton and cottonseed 
and livestock and livestock prod- 
ucti.

British And Dutch Expect To Bottle 


Japan For Control Of South Pacific 


By EDWIN E. HARTRICK 


MANILA. P. I.—(NANA)—Th« 


British and Dutch expect to face a 
fight in the next few months for 
their rich colonial possessions jn 
the South Pacific. 


This painful prospect has become 


more of a reality in the last few 
weeks. Allied intelligence services 
have learned that Japan is prepar- 
ing to move southward. Singapore 
and the Dutch Indies are working 
night and day on defenses to meet 
this threat. 


I have just completed a tour of 
Netherlands East Indies, Singapore. 
Malaya and Indo-Chin». There is 
ample evidence to be found of 
Japanese plans both for military 
and economic exploitation of the 
rich oil, rubber and mineral re- 
serves of the South Pacific, 


While censorship now hides many 


aspects of this crisis, these allied 
colonies have been placed on a vir- 
tual war footing. The Japanese 
'army and navy are completing final 
phases of their plan to smash the 
British at Singapore, The British 
and Dutch realize that Japan is not 
an isolated Axis power operating 
independently of Berlin. Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka is ex- 
pected to push the button at the 
proper 
moment, translating 
the 


South Pacific program into action 
shortly, 
. 
Meanwhile. 
Japanese 
nationals 


are evacuating Singapore, Hong- 
kong and the Dutch Indies. Those 
remaining behind are acting as 
agents, working with native na- 
tionalist gi-oups in the Indies, the 
Malaya States and Indo-China to 
build' up a fifth column. The Jap- 
anese fleet is maintaining a coastal 


patrol of Indo-Chln« in the Gulf of 
Siam and the South Chin» m. 


A luspiciously large number of 


young Japanese have been »ent to 
Nipponese-owned 
iron 
and 
tin 


mines in the Malay* peninsula. The 
Japanese navy is working with 
German 
raiders, 
numbering 
12 


ships, bated in the Caroline »nd 
Mai-shall islands northeast of the 
Dutch Indies. 


However, most serious bit of In- 


formation picked up by the British 
is the fact that the Japanese have 
been concentrating large numbers 
of troops, probably over 10,000, on 
Hainan and Spratly island in the 


I South China sea. Tokyo has also 
been sending planes and munitions 


I to the Thailand sir force. These are 
ostensibly "loaned" or "sold." 


Secret Bases Built 
In Indo-China, Japanese military 


and aviation experts h«v« been" 
building new secret »ir bases de- 
signed for use only in one direction 
—southward. 
With 
co-operation 


from Thailand and with the power 
to take over all of Indo-China. the 
Japanese soon will be in a position 
to launch air, naval or land attacks 
against the Malay peninsula and 
Singapore in their planned conquest 
of the oil, tin and rubber reserves. 


I have visited both the RAF and 


Australian air force bases in Ma- 
laya. Every day, the personnel is 
engaged in practicing tropical air 
warfare. They are equipped with 
modern Brewster Buffalos, Lock- 
heed-Hudson 
a n d 
Bristol-Blen- 


heim bombers, and other new fight- 
ing types. 
In the Malaya jungles thousands 


of Australians are digging out forti- 
fications to meet any land attack of 


the Japanese from Si*m or Indo- 
Chin*. The Australians have estab- 
lished a record of advancing a milt 
a day through the densest jungle 
underbrush. 


Neutral military observers esti- 
mate that British defenses of the 
Singapore area are now adequate 
against any Pacific blitzkrieg. How» 
ever, because of the battle of the At- 
lanta and tremendous demand* on 
the British navy in the Mediterran- 
ean, Singapore suffers from a notice- 
able and disturbing lack of war- 
ships, cruisers and destroyers. 


South of Singapore, the deier.se 


situation in the Indies is the grim- 
mest picture for the Allies. 
Th« 


Dutch are clamoring for more Amer- 
ican light 
bombers 
and lighter 


planes, which they can't get because 
of the priority demanded by Wash- 
ington and London. The Dutch navy 
is rushing construction of a fleet 
of "mosquito boats" as a defense 
against Japanese troop convoys. The

You Can't Even Depend On Words; They Also Become 


Corrupt And Dishonest; They've Changed A Lot

Words, like persons, sometimes 


become degenerated, corrupted, 
and. accordingly, completely dis- 
honest 


The English language (which 


actually is not "English," but is a 
polyglot of Teutonic and Romance 
dialects spiced with borrowings 
from almost every other known 
tongue), contains hundreds of 
turncoat words that, by centuries 
of misuse, have completely lost 
or entirely reversed their original 
meanings. 


Call a man an IDIOT and you 


have insulted him. But the word 
has not always meant a dullard, a 
simpleton, an imbecile. The orig- 
inal Greek word, IDIOTES, mere- 
ly designated a private citizen not 
engaged in any public office, as 
contrasted with priests and public 
officials, . 


A PAGAN, to begin with, was 


not one that worshipped false gods 
or was an irreligious person. The 
word derives from the Latin pafc'us, 
village, and meant simply a vil- 
lager, a peasant. 


Likewise, HEATHEN once was a 


most respectable term. It was an 
honest, bucolic word from 
the 


Anglo-Saxon hacth (heath), and 
meant a dweller in the country, 
or "on the heath." 


If you had lived in the Middle 


Ages, you would not have resented 
being spoken of as SILLY. The 
word did not mean foolish, sim- 
ple, fatuous. 
No: A silly person 


was good, kind, cheerful, fortun- 
ate, happy. 
The original word 


was spelled SEELY. 
Its correct 


meaning survives today in the 
German SELIG, blessed, happy, 
blissful, 
Are 
you a BLACKGUARD? 


Not today, fortunately. But, in the 
time of the Tudors when the word 


was coined, you, as a member of 
the royal GUARD, would have 
worn your BLACK uniform with 
pride. 


Shakespeare wrote: "What a 


brazenfaced VARLET art thou!" 
And there is no mistaking his 
meaning: 
knave; 
low 
fellow; 


scoundrel, But, during the Cru- 
sades, varlets were young noble- 
men apprenticed to: knights for in- 
struction in chivalry and the bear- 
ing of arms, 


When Junior's naughtiness has 


given us an especially trying day, 
we threaten to spank the little 
IMP; and we thus use a quite 
proper word, for its literal mean- 
ing is a bud or shoot of a tree, 
hence, by extension, an offspring, 
a child. In the Beauchamp Chapel 
at Warwick. England, is an epi- 
taph, dated 1584, that reads: "Here 
rcsteth the body of the noble Impe j 
Robert of Dudley, sonne of Robert | 
Erie o' Lycester." 


Our highest title of respect for a 


woman is the word LADY. But 
the word has a very humble, in- 
deed menial, origin. It has evolv- 
ed from the Anglo-Saxon HLAE- 
FDIGE, which meant "loaf maid," 
or 
the 
kneader and • baker of 


bread, 


A LORD originally was not a 


nobleman nor a deity. 
Lord is 


the modern form of the Anglo- 
Saxon HLAFWEARD, the keeper 
of the loaf, hence, the guardian of 
the household food supply. 


In Methodism, a STEWARD is 


one of the officers that are in 
charge of the finances and tem- 
poral interests 
of the 
church. 


Imagine the shocked surprise of 
a dignified steward who learns 
that the word has grown out of 
the Middle English STIWARD: 
The warden of the sty, or the 
keeper of the' pigs! 


The modern term for one that 


seeks office is CANDIDATE. But 
the Latin word from which it 
sprang, candidus, means "glittering 
white." What possible connection 
can there be? An aspirant to of- 
fice in ancient Rdme went about 
in public with his robes made 
spotlessly white with chalk. The 
glittering whiteness of his gar- 
ments symbolized the purity of his 
purpose in seeking election to 
public

ment .authorities, I make this state- 
ment. If crime committed in this 
country could be eliminated and 
government peace-time 
appropria- 


tions cut to what they were ten 
years ago. we could pay for our 
entire defense program with no in- 
crease, in taxes and without the is- 
suance ol any additional govern- 
ment bonds. Naturally, this terrific 
annual crime expense of over $15,r 
000.000,000 could not be cut im- 
mediately; but enough of it could 
now be eliminated to go a long 
way in accomplishing the desired 
purpose. 
Billions Spent For Insurance 


Crime places a tremendous eco- 


nomic burden upon every 
com- 


munity in which it strikes. There 
are both direct and indirect losses 
incurred from 
crime 
committed 


which must be considered in esti- 
mating any cost of crime. 


The most tangible cost is the 


private losses in income due to an- 
nual burglary, robbery, forgeries, 
auto thefts, and all other types of 
theit insurance. There would also 
be fidelity insurance which would 
include premiums paid o,n fidelity 
policies insuring banks, commercial 


Also In the category of indirect 


losses must be considered the earn- 
ing power of criminals at large and 
the earning power of prisoners who 
are already incarcerated 
in 
the 


penal institutions. When we con- 
sider that all these have, to some 
degree, an earning power which 
has been diverted from the poten- 
tial productive class to the "bur- 
den" class to be taken care of 
through taxation, the cost of crime 
becomes stupendous.

Observance and Enforcement en- 
titled, "Report on the Cost of Crime" 
was published and copies of this 
report can be obtained from the 
United States Government Printing 
Office. The footnote contained on 
page 70 of this report reflects an 
estimated cost of crime and men- 
tion is made of an article which 
appeared in the New York Herald- 
Tribune of March 21. 1931, which 
estimated the cost of crime at $18,-

new sums fop armament plants. 


At the same time, there was spec- 


ulation in concessional quarters 
that the administration might soon 
ask additional money for the lease- 
lend program. President Roosevelt 
has promised all possible aid lor 
Russia In fishting Germany. 


Ask More Money? 


Senator Byrd 
(D-Va) told re- 


porters he had heard rumors that 
more lease-lend money would be 
asked, but that he did not see how 
much aid could be given Russia. 
This country, he declared, "is not 
producing enough military equip- 
ment for its own needs and those 
of Great Britain." 


Senator Pepper (D-Fla) said "Con- 


gress will give the president any 
reasonable sum" and added: 
"It we don't spend 55,000.000,000 


or so to stop Hitler in Europe now 
then it will cost us five to 20 times 
$5,000,000.000 to stop him later." 


Expressions of other senators In- 


terviewed varied. 


The veteran Senator Glass CD- 


Vat asked, "where would we get 
the money from?" if further ap- 
propriations were granted for aid to 
Russia, 


No Russian Help? 


Senator Adams (D-Colol, declar- 


ed that the SV'OOO.000,000 outlay un- 
der the original (end-lease program 
was based nn British estimates of 
that country's needs for American 
products. Thi; total figure, he added, 
was considerably less than that 
suggested by Great Britain. 


Senator Mead ID-Ny), saying that 


this country would always have to 
realize a fundamental conflict be- 
tween American and Russian po- 
litical philosophies, declared he saw 
nothing that could be done for Rus- 
sia under the existing [end-lease 
program. While approving admin- 
istration steps to give Russia help. 
Mend added that "there will have 
to be n new lend-lcase bill" before 
the Soviet could be placed in the 
same category as Great Britain.
